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PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE CITY BOARD 

OF TRUSTEES 

Curbs and Sidewalks to Be Laid on Maple 
Avenue—New Sewer System Cost 
Estimated at $25,000 . 


The city board of trustees met in the 
city hall last Monday night in regu¬ 
lar session. A petition was received 
asking the board to placeelectric lights 
at the corners of Olive and Pine, and 
Maple and Aspen avenues. The peti¬ 
tion was signed by residents of that 
section of the city. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, the mat¬ 
ter was referred to the light committee. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, the light 
committee was authorized to enter in¬ 
to a contract to purchase electric light 
globes. 

A petition was received from prop¬ 
erty owners asking the board to order 
curbs and sidewalks laid on both sides 
of Aspen, between Olive and Maple, 
and Maple, between Aspen and Pine 
avenues. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, the peti¬ 
tion was ordered tiled. 

A communication was received from 
James Smith notifying the board that 
he wished to surrender his Class A j 
liquor license to conduct a bar in the I 
Empire Hotel. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning; 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
the license was revoked. 

An application for a Class A liquor 
license was received from Gertrude 
Carroll for the same place, she having 
purchased the business. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, she was 
granted the license. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
A. Hynding was granted a Class A 
liquor license for the Baden Hotel. 

A communication was received from 
the Pacitic Car and Equipment Com¬ 
pany, asking that Ban Bruno road 
near its plant be repaired, as it was in 
bad condition. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, Clerk 
Smith was instructed to acknowledge 
receipt of the communication and in¬ 
form the manager of the company 
that the road would be repaired imme¬ 
diately. 

The road was attended to on Tues¬ 
day, and its condition improved. 

City Recorder Itehberg’s monthly 
report for December was received, 
showing there were six misdemeanor 
cases disposed of during that month, 
and that $30 in lines collected. 

The report was accepted and ordered 
filed. 

City Engineer Kneese in a written 
report stated that a sewer system for 
the needs of this city for a number of 
years could be established for approx¬ 
imately $25,000. He gave the names 
of streets where new sewers should be 
laid and recommended two main out¬ 
lets to tide water. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
the report was accepted and ordered 
filed. 

Trustee Cunningham suggested that 


a committee of citizens be appointed 
by Chairman McSweeney to repre¬ 
sent this city in a movement to im¬ 
prove Ban Bruno road in Ban Francis¬ 
co and Ban Mateo counties, the com¬ 
mittee to confer with the Mission pro¬ 
motion association and Visitacion 
improvement club in Ban Francisco, 
the Ban Mateo county board of super¬ 
visors and a similiar committee from 
Ban Bruno. 

The members of the board favored 
the suggestion and the chairman ap¬ 
pointed the following to serve on the 
committee: Trustee F. A. Cunning¬ 
ham, City Attorney J. VV. Coleberd, 
W. H. Cofflnberry, A. Hynding and 
and E. I. Woodman. 

A complaint filed against Night 
Watchman W. P. Acheson by Chas. 
Robinson for his son at a previous 
meeting was dismissed and no action 
taken upon recommendation of the 
committee appointed to investigate 
the case, as nothing of a serious nature 
had occurred. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
was authorized to have trees planted 
along both sides of Baden avenue, be¬ 
tween Ban Bruno road and Spruce 
avenue. 

Clerk Smith was authorized to pur¬ 
chase the trees from Fred Ludemann. 

Chairman McSweeney recommend¬ 
ed that Swift avenue be repaired, as 
there were several depressions in it 
that needed rocking. 

Referred to street committee. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, 500 euca¬ 
lyptus trees w’ere ordered purchased 
to be planted in some of the alleys in 
the city. 

Several claims against the city were 
then allowed and warrants ordered 
drawn for same. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Healy, an 
ordinance providing that convicted 
vagrants shall work on the streets of 
the city, introduced at a previous 
meeting, was laid on the table. 

A resolution of intention to lay curbs 
and sidewalks on both sides of Maple 
avenue, between Railroad and Califor¬ 
nia, and on the same avenue between 
Pine and Armour avenues, was intro¬ 
duced by Trustees Healy. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, action 
on the resolution was postponed until 
next meeting, and Engineer Kneese 
requested to find out the amount of 
grading necessary to be done and re¬ 
port to the board.

A secret Cabinet council at Peking 
has prepared an abdication edict, ac¬ 
cording to dispatches. The attempt 
against Yuan Shi Kai has forced the 
hands of the obdurate princes, who 
fearing attempts against them, hav< 
decided to ring down the curtain on 
the Manchu dynasty. 

The bomb which was thrown at 
Premier Yuan Shi Kai’s carriage while 
he was on his way to the imperial 
court killed two soldiers and injured 
seventeen other persons. Eight or ten 
of these are expected to die. The men 
who attempted to take Yuan Shi Kai’s 
life hoped to escape by mixing in the 
crowds which thronged the streets at 
the time. They were, however, cap-

Los Gatos Baptist Church Follows Ex 
ample of English Institutions. 

The published statement that the 
First Baptist Church of Los Gatos will 
hereafter allow applicants for mem¬ 
bership to choose their form of bap¬ 
tism is erroneous.

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STATE CLOSES IN 

PRANDOEGOS TRIAL 

— 

Slayer ol Policemen Begins 
Fight for His Life 


The prosecution hns closed its case 
in the trial of Paolos Prandoegos, the 
Greek fugitive, charged with the mur¬ 
der of Policeman Thomas Finnelly at 
the Ferry building in San Francisco 
on the morning of November 26th, and 
the defense has begun the presenta¬ 
tion of its evidence. 

Nearly all of the witnesses placed 
on the stand by Assistant District At¬ 
torney Berry were eye-witnesses or 
persons who came upon the scene 
immediately after the shooting which 
caused the death of two police officers. 
These included Herbert S. Schwatza. 
Willard S. Pladwell, Alex B. Stewart, 
John Vallier, I. W. Mansfield and Cur¬ 
tis M. Moss. Moss is the young chauf¬ 
feur who gamely grappled with Pran¬ 
doegos after the shooting and suc¬ 
ceeded in wresting his gun away. He 
testified that while they struggled the 
desperate man snapped his gun sev¬ 
eral times in an effort to kill him. 

Others who testified are Officers 
William Doran, Patrick J. Campion, 
Sergeant Peter K. O’Keefe, Detective 
Sergeant Dave Sullivan and Assistant 
Bond and Warrant Clerk Joseph Rock.; 
Rock identified the dying statement 
of Finnelly, which he had taken at the 
latter’s bedside at the McNutt Hos¬ 
pital. 

Questions propounded during cross- 
examination by Attorney Leon Pres¬ 
cott, who is defending Prandoegos, in¬ 
dicate that the defense will attempt 
to prove the shooting was done in 
self-defense. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


Altnough Burlingame has not a 
single school within the town limits, 
it now has a full set of School Trus¬ 
tees. 

Another white deer, the fifth one 
that has ever been killed in California, 
was shot a few days ago by a 14-year- 
old boy at Chico. 

The Los Angeles county Grand Jury 
has adjourned to await the ruling of 
Judge Willis on the motions to dis¬ 
miss the two charges of jury bribing 
against Bert H. Franklin the McNa¬ 
mara detective. 

A bill appropriating $75,000 for Vir¬ 
ginia’s exhibit at the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition has been in¬ 
troduced in the General Assembly at 
Richmond, Va. The belief is held that 
the bill will go through without a 
slip. 

School lands in California are in a 
great muddle. The muddle is so en¬ 
tangling that Louis R. Glavis has been 
sent to Washington to dig data out of 
the General Land Office showing how 
the State stands with the Government 
on lieu or indemnity lands. 

Out of 200 women registered for the 
special freeholders’ election in Fresno, 
117 voted, while out of about 5000 
men, only 500 cast ballots. It was 
noted by precinct officers that no wo¬ 
men made mistakes and called for 
new ballots, while many men made 
errors.- 

Members of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association of San Jose are 
about to adopt the slogan, “Lips that 
touch liquor shall never touch mine,” 
and begin a campaign of extermina¬ 
tion against those of their young gen¬ 
tlemen acquaintances who use intoxi¬ 
cants or who are connected with its 
distribution. 

For the first time in San Francisco 
women served on a Coroner’s jury. 
Miss Marjorie Blair and Miss Anna 
T. Murphy were the women who won 
the distinction of having established 
a precedent in jury service of this 
kind, and they bore their honors 
meekly and performed their work in a 
thorough and painstaking manner. 

Los Angeles is to have a new City 
Hall. The City Council has voted to 
sell the present structure on Broad¬ 
way, between Second and Third, and 
erect a new and more modern build¬ 
ing on what is known as the Temple 
block, opposite the Postoffice. The 
present structure has for years been 
unable to house all of the city depart¬ 
mental offices, despite many changes 
and additions. 

James Henry Hood, former minister, 
was given his preliminary hearing in 
Tulare, Cal., on a charge of having 
shot his sister-in-law. Miss Ellanita 
Flagler, with intent to kill, and was 
bound over to the Superior Court. His 
trial will be held in Visalia in a short 
time. It is generally understood that 
Hood will plead guilty. Miss Flagler 
was in a precarious condition for some 
time, but it is now thought that she 
will recover.

French Woman Lawyer Who Says 
Women Would Make Poor Judge*. 




State are s’ending' inquiries to the I 
State textbook committee asking what 
provisions will be made to insure 
them against loss in the event of the 
adoption of the proposed free text 
book amendment to the Constitution. 
The reply is being sent back that the 
Legislature will undoubtedly frame an 
enabling act that will provide against 
loss by reason of the dealers being left 
with large numbers of books on their 
hands. 

E. P. Farum, a San Jose automobile 
mechanic, has received notice that he 
has been granted a patent covering 
the devices of a new style aeroplane, 
built so that its speed may be regu¬ 
lated almost to a dead stop in mid¬ 
air. He claims that the machine will 
not be affected by air currents; that 
it will always maintain its equilib¬ 
rium in the air, will not turn turtle, 
and has other features not known 
to the present successful types of fly¬ 
ing machines. 

A. B. Maple and F. Ira Bender, al¬ 
leged accomplices of Bert H. Conners 
in what was said to have been a plot 
to dynamite the County Hall of Rec¬ 
ords in Los Angeles, were witnesses 
at the Conners trial. They were 
called by the State, it having been 
desired to have them testify as to 
their height and weight, but the de¬ 
fense objected and was sustained by 
the court, so the two men jointly in¬ 
dicted with Conners and whose trials 
will follow his, were escorted back to 
jail soon after they entered court. 

The surgeons attending Frank Cham¬ 
pion, the injured aviator, who acci¬ 
dentally shot himself in the leg while 
hunting, are entertaining some hope 
that they may save his right foot by 
grafting a calf or sheep bone four 
inches long to the dissevered end of 
the tibia. Should grafting be found 
impossible, they may decide to unite 
the two ends of the shin bone. This 
would save Champion his foot, but 
would make his right leg shorter than 
his left. At the present the surgeons 
are contenting themselves with keep¬ 
ing the wound clean to prevent in¬ 
fection. 

An alternative writ of prohibition 
was issued in the Supreme Court at 
Sacramento and served upon Superior 
Judge J. W. Hughes, commanding him 
to appear on February 5th before the 
Supreme Court in San Francisco and 
show cause why he should not be pre¬ 
vented from proceeding with the ex¬ 
amination of William Henley, an at¬ 
torney, to determine that he was an 
inebriate. Henley is fighting the ef¬ 
forts of his sister to have him placed 
in custody to prevent further threats 
against her life, which he is said to 
have made when under the influence 
of liquor. 


A DYNAMITE CACHE 


Seventy Sticks of the Explosive Dis¬ 
covered Beneath Bridge. 

Seventy sticks of dynamite care¬ 
lessly wrapped in an old gunny sack, 
were discovered beneath the Southern 
Pacific’s bridge at Easton, a point mid¬ 
way between Millbrae and Burlingame, 
and an effort is now being made by 
railroad and other police to find the 
owner. Whether or not the discovery 
of the explosive prevented another 
dynamite attempt such as the two near 
Santa Barbara a few months ago is 
unknown, but the Southern Pacific is 
to make a thorough investigation. The 
dynamite was found by a tramp walk¬ 
ing the tracks. He found the dyna¬ 
mite sticks wrapped in an old sack 
and this, in turn, was in a coal oil 
pan. The railroad officials express the 
belief that the dynamite was left there 
by some workman, who later forgot 
where he had left it. It is now held 
at the railroad’s toolhouse near Mill¬ 
brae and the Southern Pacific is pre¬ 
pared to restore it to the rightful 
owner—if he will claim it.

CRIMES m CASUALTIES 


A burglar entered the Masonic build- j 
lug in Modesto and stole about $200 
worth of gold from the offices of Dr. 
G. B. Husted, Dr. Alfred Vogelman and j 
Dr. C. V. Jones, dentists. 

Harry Keenan, a farm hand em¬ 
ployed on Roberts island, near Stock- 
ton, was killed when his horse became 
unmanageable and ran into a post, 
throwing Keenan to the ground with 
great force. The horse was instantly 
killed. Keenan died shortly afterward. 

The Pasadena Hotel, formerly the \ 
leading hotel of that city, caught fire 
and was totally destroyed. There were 
100 guests in the hotel when the fire 
was discovered, and it is believed all 
escaped, although with the loss of 
their personal effects. The loss is 
about $250,000. 

Information has been received by 
navy officials to the effect that 
Charles Aurelius Gibbons, paymaster’s 
clerk on the battleship California, had 
been arrested in Lexington, Ky. Gib¬ 
bons was wanted by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment for the embezzlement of 
funds of the battleship, amounting to 
$2178.28. 

J. J. Van Beboe, a prospector, was 
found pinioned under a fallen ledge 
on his mining claim near You Bet, 
twelve miles east of Grass Valley.

Cecil Gale of Santa Rosa, aged 18, 
and Margaret Leib of the same place, 
and only 15, were arrested in a private 
dwelling at Marysville, where they 
have been living for the past two 
weeks as man and wife. It is under¬ 
stood Gale will be prosecuted for a 
grave offense, as the girl has not 
reached the age of consent. Both be¬ 
long to prominent families and were 
school companions. 

Coolly ejecting their mangled vic¬ 
tim from the automobile into which 
he had been thrown when his bicycle 
collided with their machine, a party of 
four unidentified Los Angeles joy 
riders placed J. A. Caminati by the 
roadside, and, disregarding his appeals 
to be taken to a physician, turned 
around and dashed away, leaving the 
boy helpless with a badly broken leg 
and severe cuts on the head.

ITALIAN TROOPS 
IN SAD PLIGHT 

Letters Tell ot Reverses in the 
Tripoli Invasion 

Letters from Italian officers and 
men serving with the invading army 
in Tripoli, received by their friends 
in Italy, describe in detail the ex¬ 
tremely unpleas int position of the 
Italian troops at the front. 

Fights which have been claimed as 
Italian victories in official advices 
lrom the commander in chief of the 
Italian expedition, are said by the cor¬ 
respondents to have been reverses. 
The Italians appear to be suffering 
more severely in the vicinity of Derna 
than at other points. The troops who 
are engaged in protecting the engi¬ 
neers employed on the construction of 
aqueducts to bring water into the 
town have frequent furious engage¬ 
ments with the Turks and their Arab 
allies. Detachments of the latter make 
harassing attacks on the Italian out¬ 
posts day after day. The Italian army 
has lost a large number of men in 
these engagements. In one battle regi¬ 
ments of grenadiers and Bersaglieri 
were nearly wiped out. The Italians 
on one occasion ran out of ammuni¬ 
tion, while the Turks and Arabs, well 
supplied, succeeded in killing and 
wounding 100 of the Italian soldiers, 
many of whom were mere boys, who, 
in their panic, cried for their mothers.

The voluntary pension distributions 
of the Southern Pacific Company will 
reach the million dollar mark before 
the first day of April, this year. Since 
the inauguration of the pension de¬ 
partment in January, 1903, $948,538 
has been voluntarily disbursed among 
the retired employes of that corpora¬ 
tion. The total disbursements for 
December, 1911, were $17,073. This 
was divided among 467 former em¬ 
ployes who have been retired for age, 
disqualifying disability and total dis¬ 
ability. The total pension disburse¬ 
ments for the year 1911 were $184,704.- 
05. 

Since the organization of the pension 
department the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany pensioned 692 of its former em¬ 
ployes. The number on the pension 
roll at close of 1911 was 467. These em¬ 
ployes are from the operating depart¬ 
ment, train service, motive power de¬ 
partment, includingenginemen, main¬ 
tenance of way department, stores de¬ 
partment, traffic department, account¬ 
ing department, general offices, ferry 
and river steamers and Atlantic steam¬ 
ship lines. The Southern Pacific pen¬ 
sion system does not require any con¬ 
tributions from employes during the 
time they are in service, nor at any 
time. Length of continuous serv ice is 
the only requirement. All payments 
are made from the g neral funds of 
the railroad. 

A unique idea of the beneficiaries of 
the pension bureau—the annual re¬ 
union—has met with unanimous favor. 
The first affair of this character was 
held in 1910. This year it has been 
decided to hold the reunion on May 10, 
the forty-third anniversary of the last 
spike connecting the Central and 
Union Pacific railroad. At these af¬ 
fairs these railroads are rebuilt in re¬ 
miniscence and the old timers who 
have not met for years recount their 
experiences of the time ihe first rail¬ 
road to the west was constructed.

BAY HIGHWAY 
RDIIIES INDORSED 


In reply to request for the indorse¬ 
ment of resolutions drawn up at the 
recent meeting of the tri-counties com¬ 
mittee, composed of delegates from 
Ban Francisco, Ban Mateo and Santa 
Clara counties, in regard to the pro¬ 
posed state highway from Ban Jose to 
Ban Francisco, Secretary Denison of 
the Oakland Chamber of Commerce 
has drawn up a set of resolutions and 
submitted them to the secretary of the 
committee. 

The meeting of the delegates from 
the three counties, which was attend¬ 
ed by Secretary Denison as a repre¬ 
sentative of Alameda county, was held 
on Monday of last week lor the pur¬ 
pose of a discussion of the route for 
the proposed state highway, for the 
purpose of which the expenditure of 
$18,000,000 was authorized recently by 
the state highway commission, the 
road to be a highway connecting the 
northerly and southerly parts of the 
state. In the resolutions drawn up at 
the meeting the route of the proposed 
road was to connect Ban Francisco 
with Redwood City and Ban Jose, and 
an invitation was extended the board 
of state highway commissioners to 
visit the counties mentioned with en¬ 
gineers and to give minute attention | 
to the route suggested. A committee j 
was also appointed to wait upon 
Governor Jonnson and the highway 
commission and place before them the 
sense of the meeting and to invite 
them to visit Ban Francisco at their 
earliest convenience. 

In the resolution drawn by Secre¬ 
tary A. A. Denison of the Oakland 
Chamber of Commerce it is pointed 
out that Alameda county has already 
constructed an excellent and extensive 
system of highways reaching to the 
borders of the county in three direc¬ 
tions, and that one of these highways 
extends from Oakland to the county 
line in the direction of Ban Jose and is 
already in excellent repair, forming an 
important section of a direct trunk 
road from Oakland to Ban Jose and 
the south. The document also refers 
to the fact that the people of Ban Fran¬ 
cisco, Ban Mateo and Santa Clara 
counties agreed, while advancing their 
claims for the construction of the road 
mentioned in their resolutions, in ad¬ 
vocating that a similar highway be 
constructed or acquired on the east 
shore of San Francisco bay from Ban 
Jose to Oakland. Following up these 
statements, the resolutions contain 
a recommendation that the state high¬ 
way commissioners proceed immedi¬ 
ately to the construction of a state 
highway between Ban Francisco and 
Ban Jose on the Peninsula and between 
Oakland and Ban Jose on the eastern 
side of the bay of Ban Francisco. 

A request was also made to the su¬ 
pervisors of Alameda county to desig¬ 
nate the most agreeable and direct 
route for the highway from Oakland 
to Ban Jose and an invitation sent to 
the state highway commission and 
state engineer to look over ihe ground 
for the route, together with a request

During 
the first four hours the flames con¬ 
sumed more than 1300 houses. Osaka,, 
the Venice of the East, has a popu¬ 
lation of about a million and is rated 
one of the most important manufac¬ 
turing and commercial cities of Japan.
